bonds and mortgages. HIB revenue was 
large and he -was not compelled to labor 
In politics he always votes for the party 
that helps him most 
He IB frank and 


honest When I asked this nch man 
what he thought about reducing the 
tariff he said 
"When I was a poor maa, laboring by 


the*day,Iwasfor protection, because it 
made my wages high. Now I am nch I 
don't labor, and I tell you frankly that I 
don't want labor protected I don't want 
high priced labor " 
"Then you are for free trade now' 1 


said 


"Yes, I am. Protection is all right for 


the laboring man, bnt I don't want it 
myself " 
Q"0an you give me special reasons wny 
a nch man does not want protection' I 
asked 
, , , 
"Certainly," he said 
"If we had free- 


trade, wages would go down and I 
would not have to pay such high wages 
to my servants 
With free trade I could 


get good house-girls for two dollars a 
week. In England, where they hare 
free trade, I can get a coachman for 812 
a month. I pay mine 835. Protection 
is for the poor labonng-man, I say, not 
for the wealthy, retired man " 


"Why, 
sir," continued my fnend, "It 


ccets me personally 87,000 a year to have 
protection in the United States " 


"How is that?" I asked 
' In the first place, it IB the luxuries of 


the nob that are taxed. My wife buys 
all her dresses at Worth's in Pans I 
pay 40 per cent duty on them—abcut 
82,000 ft year My wines, cigars, cham- 
pagnes and Irish and Scotch whiskies 
cost me CO per cent more than tn=y 
would with free trade These are luxu- 
ries for the noh. There is no duty on 
pork, flour, potatoes, paint 
or 
tray 


necessity which 1 used to buy when i 
was poor Our diamonds, porcelain, out 
glass, gloves, silk stockings, velvets uud 
laces cost 50 pe- cent more with pro 
tection 
When I was a labonng man I 


did not use diamonds and cut glass Now 
when I am rich I eat Insn bacon, Swiss 
cheese, Russian cavaire, French pate de 
foie gras, English Albert crackers, West 
phaha hams, Scotch oatmeal and marma- 
lade, Bologaa sausage and dnnk Bava 
nan beer They are luxunes and I pay 
a big duty on them When I wat a 
labonng rrnn I escaped these duties 
The poor man can plow a good fuirow or 
la> a good etone wall without diamonds 
or champagne His wife c in make good 
butter or make a good shirt without nch 
laces His bread, ind cheese and meat 
tome from Amenci and he gets them 
cheaper than they do in England and 
Geimany. The fact is," continued my 
nch fnend, "the wealthy live on foreign 
luxunes and pay big duties while the 
poor live on substantial Amencan ne- 
cessities which are not taxed. One party 
now proposes to take off the tax on to- 
bacco, the poor man's friend 
If I ware 


poor, I say, as I used to be, I'd vote for 
protection on Inxuneu, but necessities 
should come in free as they do now. In 
a word," continued my fnend, "a man 
wants protection to labor when he 
is poor and stnving to get noh, but when 
he gets noh and is hvmg on his interest 
money, then he wants free trade 
"But there many nch politicians and 


wealthy editors who are continually tell- 
ing our poor labonng men that free 
trade will not reduce their wages," I said 
"Tee, and many an ignorant labonng 


man will believe them, bnt I say to these 
poor men now that the only difference 
between thu poor mechanic in Germany 
who works for 50 cents per day and our 
thnving mechanic who earns 82 a day 
in Amenc i is the same protective tanft. 
The nch don't need protection, but the 
poor laborers do need it and the pirty 
that protects his labor and kasps up high 
wages is his true fnend. If I were a la 
bonng man as I once was, I would de 
epise the demagogue or bad party which 
reduces my wagea and harms my family

Talk About Public Improvements— 


The Annual Appropriation 


Bill. 


Mayor Kanan and all the aldermen 


were present at the council meeting held 
last night. The evening was cool, the 
bugs scarce and it was a session distin- 
guished by considerable sharp talk in 
which Aldermen Finn, Scanlan and Fos- 
ter led. As a substitute for the first dis- 
trict sewer ordinance, Aid. Finn offered 
the following: 


WHEREAS, Tho total assessed value of 


all the taxable property in the city of De- 
catur as shown by the assessment list of 
1887, is 82,202,324, which amount wil1 ad- 
mit, within the limits prescribed by the 
constitution of the state of Illinois, of a 
bonded indebtedness of $110,176; and 


WHEREAS, The present bonded indebt- 


edness of the city, after deducting there- 
from the amount of 847,000 now in the 
tanking fund of the city, and which may 
be applied to the redemption ot said 
bonds, ia about $58,000, which sum ad- 
mits of the creation of a further bonded 
indebtedness of about 852,116, within the 
said limits prescribed by law; therefore, 


Resolved, That the cost of the sewor 


now proposed to be constructed in the 
First sewerage district of the city be paid 
by the creation of a further bonded debt 
payable in twenty years, of such amount 
as may be necessary not to exceed to- 
gether with the said present indebtedness 
the limit prescribed by law, -which said 
debt shall be paid by general taxation. 


After some objections were pointed out 


Aid. Finn amended the resolution to 
read: "That the cost of such sewers ae 
may be deemed necessary to be con- 
structed in the city to be paid by the 
creation of a further bonded debt payable, 
etc." Owing to the general opposition 
to the Finn plan the motion of Scanlan 
that the Finn resolution be laid upon the 
table was adopted by a vote of 8 to 2, the 
first ward alderman voting in the nega- 
tive. 


Estimate for tha sewer district No. 


2, to run: Beginning at the north end 
of the culvert across the Western branch 
at Wood street, running thence norther- 
ly up tha branch to Eldorado and Union 
streets, thence west to Edward street, 
thence north on Edward to Cerro Gordo 
street, thence west on Cerro Gordo to 
Monroe street, a distance of 3,624 feet. 
Total estimated cost 815,533.30. Refer- 
red to the ordinance committee.

ANNUAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


An ordinance providing for the imnual 


tax levy for the year 1888 was road and 
referred to the Finance committee. The 
ordinance provides for the levying of 
845,043 as follows: Interest on outstand- 
ing bonds, 86,800; sinking fund for 1891, 
81,743.02; sinking fund of 1896, 81500; 
sinking fund of 1901, 81000; police de- 
partment, 85,000; fire department, 86500; 
public library, 82,000; 
sidewalks and 


crossings, 83,000; city water works, 81000; 
salaries of city officers, $3,000; lighting 
the city, 83,500; contingent expenses, 
82,000; public improvements, 86,000. 


John Lindsay got permission to ad- 


dress the council about a proposition 
made by certain gentlemen in the spring 
of 1887 to contribute 81500 to the paving 
of Webster street, and 
wanted 
the 


amount collected and applied on the im- 
provement which has been conpleted. 
Such an offer was made in 1887 with the 
provision that the same would be piiid 
provided

that year. The work was not done until 
this year.
